"Paris Is the most beautiful city 
in the world," Lorna Reld told the 
members of the McGlil . Historical 
Society at their first meeting of 
the year last night. Dr. Muriel V. 
Roscoc, Professor E. R. Adair, and 
many members were on hand to 
hear Miss Reid tell of her experi- 
ences during à year of academic 
research in France. 

Awarded a schbUrshlp to the Un- 
iversity of Parls^in^94B, Miss Reld 
is currently working on a thesis 
on the history of Quebec City. She 
admitted, however, that ail her 
waking hours were not spent delv- 
ing through dusty manuscripts lin 
the . various Parisian archives. 

"The meals served in oiir' resl- 
dence.W j i ré ichéap, but Inedible. We 
had to:^comc'%ur own. This gave 
us the experience of shopping at 
the Parisian markets. , 

"Our only discomfort, lay In the 
lack of heat. We were there dur- 
ing the coal strike. This also cut 
the electricity -aiipply to a. bare 
minimum. No radios nor any elec- 
tric appliances were allowed. Also, 
there were only three hours a week 
when hot water was supplied. 

"But apart from these few dis- 
comforts, it was the most enjoyable 
year I have ever^iyipeht In my life.'! 

Miss Reld 'nummented briefly on 
the brevity of Trench bathing suits. 
It seems that these are accepted 
without a murmur, yet the average 
Frenchman throws up his hands in 
horror at the sight of a young lady 
wearing slacks.

Israel Leader 
To Address 
HiUel Club 

Dr. Nathan A. Morris, M.A., 
D.Lltt.. . Dlreetoy f^ tt ieAWorid Un- 
lon^^'fo/'-^wu^MucaU In the 
Diaspora, and . Director of Educa- 
tion for the Jewish Agency In Is- 
rael, will speak on "Cultural Inter- 
changes, between Israel and World 
Jewry" to members of the Hillel 
Foundation on Wednesday, Nov. 2, 
at 1 p.m. ■ , 

Doctor Morris has for nearly halt 
a century been one of the world's 
foremost Jewish .educators. From 
1912 to 1929 he headed the Glas- 
gow Hebrew Higher Grade School, 
He founded the Glasgow Hebrew 
College, the first of lU kind In 
Britain. 

During the Second World War he 
organized, the Joint Emergency 
Committee for Jewish Education In 
Great Britain. As Director, he was 
responsible for organizing educa- 
tion for thousands of Jewish chil- 
dren who - were evacuated to the 
country. ^ 

He also led the work of organiz- 
ing hostels for these children. 

Dr. Morris was leader of the 
movement to have Jewish educa- 
tion in England placed on a firm 
financial basis. His text-books and 
other works show hlni'to be an 
educator of sound, practical ap- 
proach to current problems. Other 
writings deal with theoretical as- 
pects of education. 

Dr. Morris established the Edu- 
cation Department of the Jewish 
National Fund in England after his 
first visit to Palestine in 1930.. He 
is also associated with Youth All- 
yah (the Yoiihg Immigration move- 
ment in Palestine)' and has contri- 
buted materially to the success of 
various campaigns throughout the

"Many Eskimos are suffering 
from malnutrition as a result of 
the' disappearance of their basic 
source of food," said Dr. Max Dun- 
bar, Associate Professor of'Zoology. 

While Jacques Cartier found wal- 
ruses feeding on Sable Island, in 
1534, today, they arc rarely found 
south of Hudson Strait 1500 miles 
north." This caused the Fisheries 
Research Board of Canada to send 
out a series of expeditions. In 1947,

'ACTH' Find 
Credited to 
Dr. Collip 

London. — (CUP) — Isolation of 
the hormone. ACTH is the work 
of Western ^University's Dean uf 
Medicine, _ Dr. J. B- Collip. The 
world renowned scientist was for- 
merly associated with McGlll Uni- 
versity's Department of Biochem- 
istry, before heading Western's 
medical school. 

Dean J. B. Collip, also prpfessor 
of medical research, yesterday con- 
firmed the fact that he isolated the 
hormone from the pituitary glanJ 
back In 1933. 

United States scientists are claim- 
ing starting success with ACTH in 
the treatment of rheumatoid arth- 
ritis, hay fever, asthma and other 
diseases not - yet,-: specified. The 
hormone has been tested as a treat- 
ment for cancer, according to Dr. S. 
Cameron, director of the American 
Cancer Institute. 

NEW USES CLAIMED 
. But Dr. Collip wai the first to 
emphasize that recent d^eoverles 
of uses for ACTH were In the 
United States. Said the dean: 

"I admire Hench and the other 
researchers who found >vhat we 
didn't — what ACTH could do 
in the treatment jit' diseases." 
Dr. Collip and associates succed- 
cd in separating ACH'H from other 
hormones, proving that ACTH re 
acts only on the adrenal glands 
and not on the sex hormones or 
the thyroid. This showed that sev- 
eral hormones concerned ''WitK/'th'e 
various body functions were con 
trolled by the pituitary.

"Arctic Area 
Strategic One 
Wilkins Warns 

London, Ont. — (CUP) — Sub- 
marines operating beneath the' Arc- 
tic Ocean could become^ valuable 
offensive and defensive weapon in 
Arctic warfare. Sir Hubert Wilkins, 
famed explorer-scientist told stu- 
dents at the University of Western 
Ontario. 

In 1931 Sir Hubert commanded 
the Nautilus Arctic submarine ex- 
pedition, first to use a sub for ex- 
ploration in the Arctic O'cean. The 
sub used was an antiquated U.S. 
Navy boat purchased for one dol- 
lar and reconditioned. 

The sub provided a steady plat- 
form for the work. Instruments 
were lowered to the ocean floor 
through an air lock in the bottom 
and- access - to the surface was' 
through a hollow tube through the 
ice. ' , •■■v. v; :^t;v 

Slmiiar'8Ubmarinei:would be val- 
uable as schtrjrfiisxes'and listening 
posts and could carry guided mis- 
siles close to the Russian coast, he 
said. 

Not So Cold 

Sir Hubert said the Arctic Is not 
at cold as most people believe, sel- 
dom below minus 30 degrees, but 
that the dampness of the climate 
makes it hard to design suitable 
clothing. Clothing, for the armed 
forces has been designed for minus 
30 degrees Fahrenheit he said but 
they seek designs good for as low 
as 85 below. Such equipment would 
give a tremendous advantage In 
Arctic warfare. 

Purpose of his many trips to the 
Arctic and Antarctic he said was 
to find suitable locations for estab- 
lishment of weather «tatimVjMg: 

With fuller knowlcd^'Stiworld 
climates and their causes we could 
predict weather conditions and pre- 
pare for bad years," he said. 

He visualized a network of 
weather stations all over the world 
to gain necessary knowledge. The 
submarine venture was planned by 
Sir Hubert when he could find no 
sulUble islands In' the Arctic Ocean 
on which to establish stations.

Pol- 
itical subjection, racial inequality, economic in- 
equality and misery — these arc the evils which 
wo have to remove if we would ensure peace. 

If we can offer no remedy, llien other cries nnd 
slogans make an appeal to the minds of the i)eo- 
plc. 

Many of the countries of Asia have entered the 
fomily_of nations; others wc hope will soon find 
a plaec in this circle. We have the same hopes 
for the countries of Africa. This process should 
proceed rapidly, and America and Europe should 
use their great influence and power to facili- 
tate it. 

We sec before us vast changea taking ploce, 
not only m the political and economic splieres, 
but even more ao in tluj minds of men. Asia is 
becoming . dynamic again and is passionately 
eogcr to progress anad raise the economic stand- 
ards of her vast masses. This awakening of n 
giant continent is of the greatest importance to 
the future of niankind and requires imaginative 
statesmanship of a higher order, 
Emtnriny Banis 
The colossal expcndifiire of energy and re- 
sources on armaments, that is an outstanding 
feature of many national budgets today, does 
not solve the j)roblcm of world peace. Perhaps 
even a fraction of that outlay in other ways and 
for other purposes, will provide a more enduring 
basis for peace anad happiness. 

That is India's view, offered in all friendliness 
to all thinking men and women, to all persons 
of goodwill ,in the name of our common human- 
ity. That, view is not based on wishful think* 
ing but on a deep consideration of the prob- 
ems that afflict us, all, and on its merits I ven-

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A CANADIAN AT A RUGQER 

Thera^lim?licèâTiaiuiy Jokes 
told about Enillshmen. witness- 
ln( their first Cinadlsn foolliàll 
or baseball pme. They are pok- 
Inc fun at the old school tie, 
nifter, soccer, and other typically 
British sports. We Canadians and 
. Amerieaiu are wont to consider

; of football and hockey. 
. , We have often heard many of our 
V"Brllish friends decry the Canadian 
same of football saying that it is 
V • soft same. Naturally we brushed 
. thlt off with a flippant, "Show nre 
iomethlng better." Last Saturday 
- were were i finally shown. M was 
'.' thls 'observe'r's privilese to' witness 
..' the McGlll Rugger Team when they 
. played and defeated MacDonald. - 
Rugger Is the parent game of 
football as we know it. The ori 
final McGlll team that introduced 
football to this continent, played the 
. game that we ,now call rugser 
, Since ^ t hose jtw 

portici'pants has been cut down, a 
system of downs interposed, the 
shape of the ball changed, and the 
scoring revised. 

What we know today as the line 
of scrimmage was developed from 
.the scrum in rugger. A rugger scrum 
^jî^à « group of 4 players, in num- 
b*er$n'ed up lit' the'formof a pyra- 
mid, three In the first line, two in 
the second and then finally the lajt 
man or top of the pyramid. These 
men pack low, ps they tay in the 
game, and the front rank make 
contact with the front rank of the 
opposition. , 

Thr balC^ Is thrown Into the 
middle of this mass of players, 
and each side then attempts to 
' heel the ball out to its halves 
who in turn pick it up and try 
to move across the goal. To see 
the serum In action is a sight 
wondrous to behold. A group of 
ten men closely 'packed' together 
milling tbout in a mass of feet and 
legs all trying to kick that ball 
out to the backs. 

When the ball Is finally heeled 
out, the backs take over and try 
to carry it across the opposing goal. 
, There is no such thing as downs 
:i ln the game. The ball is in play 
f at all times unless there is an In- 
. fraction, of. the rules. or it is put 



out of bounds. 

There is no forward passing. The 
ball usually comes out to the back 
nearest the scrum. He' runs for- 
ward some distance to draw off the 
tacklers and then turns and throws 
a lateral to the number two back 
who is running severa yards behnd 
hint. This lateral passing play is 
carried' on from one back to another 
all the way down the field. It is 
onn of the most beautiful of ploys 
when properly executed, and there 
Is nothing ike It in either the Am- 
erican or Canadian game. 

However, the most oulstandng 
thing about a rugger game Is the 
players themselves. There arc fif- 
teen to a side. No substitutions are 
allowed. If a player ia hurl they 
carry him off and, play one slîort 
or^, two short, depending upon how 
ninny are hurt. It is not uncom- 
mon for teams to finish playing a 
game with only twelve or thirteen 
a side. 

Standing around the dressing 
room before the game we were 
most surprised to see the various 
inembers of the squad as they at- 
tired themselves in a sweater, 
slilrl, wool knee socks, and clcal- 
ed boots. Armed with all this 
equipment they went forth to do 
battle. The Uckling In this game 
Is Just as vicious and the ground 
Just as hard as In the Canadian. 
Yet the men are almost naked 
compared to , Canadian players. 
It Is no wonder then, that the 
Britishers look down their noses 
at our "rugged" game of fool- 
ball. 

The McGill fifteen have done 
fairly well so far this season. They 
aro in the semi-final round for the 
McTlcr Cup emblematic of "Cana- 
dian Rugger supremacy. They take 
on Toronto Wanderers here on 
take on Toronto Wanderers here on 
November Uth. The winners go 
down to Antigonish to meet St. 
Francois • Xavier, the Maritime 
champs. 

In the intercollngiate field the 
Rcdmcn go to Toronto next week 
v.-ith a six point deficit to Varsity 
In the two-game total point scries. 
However this is no great obstacle 
for them to overcome. The semi 
finals with Toronto to be played 
here on the lith will.be held: in 
Molson Stadium. The game should 
be an interesting one and admission 
will be free. See you therel -

Swiiii Rules Eiiliaiiee 
Spectators;' Eiijoyiiieiit

Although swimming is a major 
sport along with football, basket- 
ball and baseball In most col- 
leges In the States, it Is still in a 
stale of relative Infancy In Can- 
ada. The recent upsurge of swim* 
ming as- typified by the perform* 
ances of McGlll, U.B.C., Toronto 
and Queen's In recent campaigns, 
has led to an Increased spectator 
Interest in the sport. Few peo- 
ple, however, know about the or- 
ganization of the swimming meet. 
In anticipation of a 1950 champ- 
ionship team at McGlll, and a 
squad which wlir merit Interest, 
we undertake to briefly Introduce* 
you to swimming. 

A dual meet code has been drawn 
up by the National Collegiate Ath- 
letic Association, (NCAA) of the 
United States and is widely ac- 
cepted as governing' contests in 
volving two schools. Canada ad' 
heres to the NCAA rules with 
minor modifications. 

There arc nine events in a meet. 
These arc in a dcfinite?a^^^Bach 
team may enter Iwq swimmers in 
an event, and one team in a relay 
event The meet includes two relay 
events and one diving event. 

The opening event of the meet is 
the 300 yard medley relay. Three 
men , swim 'or each school.) Each 
man (wlms 100 yards, each dojng.a 
different ' stroke. The order of 
strokes is back stroke, breast stroke 
and free style. Last year the Mc- 
Glli trio of Adin Merrow, back- 
stroke, Irwin Kopin, breast stroke, 
and Elliot Ifoung, free style, set a 
Canadian record of 3.07:4 for the 
event. 

The second event is the 50 yard 
freestyle and the third is the 220 
yard freestyle. In a freestyle event, 
any stroke may be used, but the 
crawl stroke is generally executed 
at a much faster paco than the 
other strokes.. The rare exception, 
of course, has been" the spectacular 
success of McGIll's backstroker, 
Adin Merrow,. Adin wort the 220 
yard and 440 yard freestyle even's 
consistently in diial' meets last year, 
competing against top-fiight crawl 
men. / ' 

The dive follows with each diver 
having -to complete eight dives. 
Three are required dives and the

performer has a choice of others 
to complete his eight dives. Three 
Judges award points for the sue 
cessful execution of these. 
, Following thé diving, in 
order; , 

100 yd. freestyle 

ISO yd. backstroke 

200 yd. breaststroke 

440 yd. freestyle 

400 yd. freestyle relay — The free- 
style relay consists of four men 
to a team, each swimming 100 
yards. 

SCORING 
Scoring in the meet is on the 
basis of first-second-third in. all 
events but the two relays, where 
winner takes all. First place re- 
ceives five points, second three 
points and third one point. The 
medley relay is worth five points 
and the free style relay is valued 
at. seven points. Hence tho total 
points possible in a meet is seventy- 
five. The winner^i8^ui|BUa^t^get 
all of these, beeaiise^hc^'eBn^hiy 
gain first and second places (or 
eight points) in each event. This 
is due to tho rule limiting each 
team's entry to two men. Therefore 
the most lopsided score possible is

"Eskimos," said Dr. Dunbar," are 
basically a hunting people. It Is 
necessary for them, owing to the 
diminishing food supply, to chang 
to fishing as a means of sustinence. 
I'his change was brought about in 
Greenland and I feel that it V^ould 
also- be done in Canada, though not 
perhaps to the same extent."
